I haue therefore refolued to report 
fome-things here,whereof I my felfe haue feenethe 
greateft part, che reft I haue learned from Tefuires 
themfelues,whom I could name,and doubtleffe I will 
namie them, if they doe but once open their mouths 
again{t that which write.For this time I wil] briefly, 
and as it were in pafling,trace them out deferring to - | 
defcribe them , which with the helpe of God I will | 
more amply at another feafon, {etting downe their 
circuniftances.

and the feuerall deffeignes of euery man.Sometimes 
vader the habit of DoGors making fhew to be good | 
Catholikes, whenas they know the lodgings of the 
richeft among the people which haue children , they 
intrude themfelues , faining fome other excule, and 
by fiindry praétifes purchafe acquaintace with them, 
This done,they exhort themto caufe their children 
to be inftrudted in the Iefuites colledge : for fay they 
we haue ftudied in their {choole,and God be thanked 
we haue not profired ill. Some-times vnder the habit 
of Gendlemen , hauing hired their furniture, they 
creepe into Princes Courts, & pretend to be of their 
traine. Some-times alfo vnder the habite of poore 
paffengers,they demand a éasicum or reward , efpe- 
cially of Dinines & Minifters among the Proteftants 
and Caluinifts,to efpiewhat they wrice againft them. 
Thefe be the men my maifters in my opinion, which 
haue fo villanoufly affronted you vnto this day. Bue 
to the end that here-after yee may beware of {uch 
fpies , I will tell youwhat councels they haue ta- 
ken,tand doe even now take. 

Some demand.of me whereto ferue thefe habits for 
weomen ? Terrence could neuer reprefent a Bawd fo 
properly,to win the loue of yon {trumpets,as thefe 
Tefuites do at this day,efpecially this Porter of whom 
I fpeake.Forhe by his flatteries and alurements difco- 
wers that eafily,which his other companions, could 
not learne in the corners of their chapels & temples, 
by means of their auriculer confeffton. Fo effe& this, 
he acquaints himfelfe with the pooreft widowes, and 
fillieft women , as poore Spinfters, or Landreffes, 
which fend their daughters to receive fome Almes. 
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The fubtile Practifes 
When as this villaine hath by his inchantments 
drawne them to his humor , being*before taticred, 
and torne,he attireth them in goodly apparell,which 
he hath in keeping , and hauing thus trimmed them 
vp, he brings them to my maifters the Reverend Fa- 
thers,by vaknownewayes. Andleaftthey fhould be 
difcouered, hee doth it not by day , but attends the 
twy-light. So they-pafle the night in feafts anddan- 
fings , when as the yonger fort amongft them per- 
cciue nothing. For to this end they haue vaults, yea 
they haue fecret places vnder ground , in imitation 
of thofe ,which in old time did vowe them-felues to 
Venus, who gaue them-felues fo brutifhly to Luxu- 
rie, as Titus Linius reports, that the Sesate fearing 
thewrath of the Gods, did quite ruine this Stues, 
and Brothel-houfe.And thus much you may obferue 
of the Iefuites Porter . VWVhere-vnto I will adde,that 
if happily any one feeming amazed , at this great 
aboundance of apparell , fhall demand of them to 
what vfe it ferues, they prefently anfwer him,that 
*they keepe it to play Comedies. Bur this is not their 
chiefe end. | 

If thoubeeft come to enter into their Temple, be 
affured that thou art vndera heauen of Iron. For 
thou haft ouer thy head a bloudy Mars, and not the 
God and Prince of Peace. Vnder thy feere thou haft 
as it were a hideous Gulph of hell, anda fhop of 
Tormentours.! will reprefent here faithfully what I 
my felfe haue feene. : 

At Prague aboue the vault of their Temples,thou 
fhalt finde thoufands of Chaines, and fcourges of 
Tron,according to the vfe.of Bohemia. On the ore 
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of the Iefuites. 
fide ate Canons placed, and a number of Muskets, 
and betwixt both many Lances, and Battle-axes, 
In the middeft of the vaule thou fhalt fee great 
heapes of Bullets. The like is feene in Cracowsa in 
their templessI doubt not but the like isto be found 
in other coledges. But wil you know whereto all 
this ferues. Truely I confeffe that at the beginning | 
found it very ftrange and prodigious. But behold 
their defleigne. The Lefuuites know wel that by reafon 
of the troubles which they-haue ftirred vp,& of their 
nottable villenies they are in a manner generally 
hated of allthe world,euen of the honefteft men a- 
mong the Papifts.. Forthey efteeme not any one, 
nonotthem of their owne relligion, fo as they may 
gratifie the Pope, wereit with the ruine and confu- 
{ion of all the world, and the betraying of their owne 
countries. Andtherefore for that they are incon- 
tinuall feares ,. by meanes of this warlike furniture 
they prouide in time for their fafeties , for Lhaue 
heard them-felues fay , they feare the like accident 
fhould fall vpon them, asdidvponthe Templers, 
who although they were good Catholikes,yet being 
growninfuportable, by reafon of their great Ambi- 
tion,and Auarice,were by the confent of all Chrifti~ 
anPrinces, andthe approbation of the Pope him- 
felfe, ali flaine and maflacred almoft inan inftant 
throughout the world. They will haue their defence 
and armes placed in their Temples, to the endif 
any motiue happened,the Papitts which fhonldrun 
totheir fuckers, might be fpeedely armed, or elfe if 
happely they of the contrary relligion fhould come 
to fpoylethem, they might bee beaten downe with 
Armes, 
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The (ubtile practs[es 
armes ,and ftones which they would throw from 
aboue,I would gladly know if this bee not to makea 
denne of theeues of the houfe ofprayer. Butyou 
fhall heare things which you will admire and deteft 
more: for all that hath beene faid are but Rofes and 
Flowers in regard of that which followeth. 

Vnder che Pauement ofthe Temple, inthe Towne 
of Gratz in Stirrta, and in other places, the haue 
Caues and prifons vnder ground, whereunto the 
defcend by fecret deuifes. Thether they carry, (like 
to Cacws in Virge/l) all their {poiles and treafures,and 
lay vp great ftore of Siluer. And thus not onely of 
their owne free will, buc euen with an incredible de- 
light, thefe good men inake profeffion to be poore, 
{fupporting this pouerty with admirable Sage 
and curfing allfuch as:will not make profeffion of 
pouerty as they doe, holdinge them vnworthy of fo 
happy and {weet a crofie : they doe commonly place 
their treafures,dire@ly vnder the great Altar : by this 
meanes in finging Maffe, they do facrifice to Adars 
aboue, andto Mammon vnderneath. 

There is alfo to bee feene in thefe prifons ynder 
gtound, a Store-houfe full of coards, fwords , hat- 
chets, pincers, fetters, boults, and ladders, which 
feructo mannacle, torture,and miferably to tor- 
ment thofe which fal into the hands of fuch as Afax- 
entiusand Phalaris. They haue alfo {tore of Gar- 
ments fit for hangmen, hats, doublets and hofe , the 
fight or defcription whereof would ftrike terrour 
into any one. But alaffe! to what end do thefe reli- 
gious men make fuch preparation,who fay they imi- 
tatethe perfe mildenes of our Sautour? By thefe 
inh.

inftruments they make captiue the vnderftandings of 
cheir hae Schollers , vnder their Lefuiticall tyran- 
nie: for if they finde any one that they fufpeét notto 
be conftant in the refolutid which he hath také to be 
agood lefuice, or if they feare that efcaping, he will 
difcouer their fecrets , they prefently clap both on 
his heeles, and after they haue made him to endure 
hunger and thirft, they put him to death with moft 
cruell torments. I inuent nothing I write the truth. 

There was a yong Gentleman of an excellent {pi- 
rit, at Grats in Stirr7s, called James Clajfans of the 
Prouince of Karnetex, who hauing beene very mife- 
rably beaten with whippes, and ftirrop-leathers , for 
avery ie fault, threatninge them that hee would 
flye, and complaine publikely of their vniuft procee- 
ding againft him, was by them put into one of thefe 

rifons which wee haue defcribed, from whence itis 
not faid chat hee was euer releafed: wee other yong 
Schollers which did ftudy in the Colledge, did not 
doubr but that they put him to death by ftrange tor- 
ments. : 

I will publith when time fhall ferne, this example 
oftiranny, the like whereof hath not beene heard, 
with all the circumftances, in the place of this poore 
Genileman, 'the which hee himfelfe had done ifhee 
hadliued: moreouer I will fer forth to the viewe of 
all the world, another notable villany committed by 
the Lefuites of Fu/da,vponthe perfon of one named 
Martin, whofe father and mother, are yet liuinge in 
the towne of Meltemberg, or Millberg in Franconia. 
And how many women thinke you that thefe wret- 
ches haue murthesed, in es Caues ? how many lit- 
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The fubtile practéfes 
tle infants haue they flaine ? How many young chil- 
dren of very rich-houfes haue they ftolne away 2 For 
my part hold it moft certaine: how often haue wee _ 

oore nouices, heardthe tamentations and fhriks” 
of little Infants, their fighes and cryes , which | 
did fo moue vs to pittic, as our haire ftood right | 
vp. The moft fimple thoughtthey were thefoules  ~ | 
of the departed, and for my part I knew they 
were of thofe that were newly borne, orthat were 
newly flaine. 

Finally the Iefurites to. atrayne vnto the foue- 
raigne degree of their deuilifh mallice, are ac- 
cuftomed in thefe places vnder-ground to ‘make 
fightes pleafing vntothe Diuell, for they difpuife 
them-felues with maskes and fearefull Attires, 
and caufing the nouices to come to fee fuch 
Tragedies, they prefent them-felues vnto them, 
cafting forth horrible cryes , to try their conftan- 
cie and refolution, for they doe not admit tothe 
Study: of the Magike Art, fuch.as bee Fymerous 
and fearefull : But as incapable of greae matters, 
ehey Ieaue them to the exercife of inferiour Arts, 
as for the moft hardy , they obferue them 
carefully , and referue them. for the: moft Seri- 
ous ftudies. 

Buc many times fich trialls fucceede il for 
them, as it happened at Prague in the yeare 
one thoufand fixe hundred and two, in the month 
of September , For as the fiue cheefe Iefuices, 
were bufied to tertifie their youth vnder the 
forme of Deuills, a fixe, a very Deuill. withoue 

is. | doube 


of the lefnits. 
doubt , came among them, and did fo imbrace 
one of thefe fiue difguifed Diuells , as hee 
dyed within three dayes after. The Childrentalke 
openly of it in the Citty of Prague. Thefe Ie- 
{uites not-with-ftanding without any amazement 
of fo Tragicall an euent, comtinew ftill obfti- 
nately with Sacrilege, in the Study of Magike, 
In the knowledge whereof father Cotox a French 
man excells all thofe of his fect. The Frenchking 
did fo much efkeeme him as hee did affift alwaies 
at his Table, and did commonly intertayne him: 
wee haue feene the queftions which hee prow 
pounded in the yeare one thoufand fix hundred 
and fiue, to a young Mayden that was poffefk 
at Paris , where his wickednefle, and the plea- 
{ure hee takes to {peake with the Diuell appea- 
teth playnly. 

The Iefuits them-felues brag that hee hath 
2 looking glafle of Aftrology, wherein he made 
the King to fee playnly what-foeuer his Maief- 
tie defirded to know , and thar there is nothing 
fofecret, nor any thing propounded in the pri- 
uy councells of other Monarkes, which may not 
be feene or difcouered by the meanes of this celef- 
tiall or rather diuilifh glaffe. It is by the ende- 
uour of this coniuring Iefuite that the reft had 
promifed vnto them-felues to draw ynto their 
party one of the greateft Princes ofthe Empire, al. 
though he were a Proteftant,for they heldhim to be 
souch giuento the ftudy of Magike.To fuch of their 
| B2 novices. 
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The fubtile prattsfes 
__ nouices as they haue fequeftred to inftrud in thefe 
( Arts,they firft expound vato them the 900. propofi- 
tions fet vp at Rome by the Earle of Afirazdolaltem 
Tritemius booke , with the Treatife of hidden Philo- | 
fophie made by Cornelius Agrippa item Theophraftus | 
touching the conftellation and fignes of Planets, | 
with the Stegawographza of a certaine Abbot, and 
laftly the Arte of Paul, for the concilliation of the 
revelations. They fay that Sazat John was very leat- 
ned in this Arte, yea they make no doubt ( the which 
ts an infupportable blafpemy )the which I haue heard 
often from them-felues,and could name my authors, 
that /e/us Chreff was a moft perfect Magitian. 
Thus wee haue f{eene what concernes the Iefuites 
Temple: wherevnto I will adde , that thefe holes and 
Caues vnder ground, whereof wee haue {poken, are 
moft commonly ynder the Quier or the Galleries, 
& not whereas the people are accuftomed to kneele, 
Art thou come from their Temple to their Library? 
(for at this prefent I will not fpeake any thing of their 
refectorie,where they eate , nor of their Chambers, | 
nor Court dedicated for their recreation, nor ofthe 
nourifhment ef other Schollers which are vnder the - 
Iefuites charge , nor yet of the methode and order 
which they hold in their ftudies,for I referre it to an 
other time,befides that moft of thefe things are very — 
well knowne from others. | 
Artthou come (I fay) vnto their Libraries ? looke 
on the right fide,thou fhalt finde it richely furnithed 
with all forts of Authors.Their bookes are bound in 
Leather,orvelome guilt or-filuered. Thofe whereof : 
the vi¢ is ordinary , are chained to long-deskes . i“ 
| or 
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of the Iefuites. 
for their fecret Library, it is onely lawfull for the Fa- 

thers to enter, andto make vie of the bookes which 

they defire. 

The yonger lefuites make vie of the ordinary, nei- 
ther is it lawful] for them without leaue from the Re- 
gent,to extract any one word. Finally,in this Libra- 
ry,there is not any hereticali bookes: but onely the 
moft approoued bookes, & all Catholikes.For as for 
Heretickes they hold them vnworthy to haue any 
place among the reff, for thatit may bee they feare 
they fhould infeé&t and poifon them. Wherefore 
looke vpon the left hand,thou fhalt finde the bookes 
of thefe poore heretikes , all dufty and bound in ill 
~ fquoured skinnes ‘and black parchment. Of thefe 
- bookes euen thé Fathers may not take any one with= 
out the permiffion of the Regent, and the yonger 
fort dare not demand them , before they haue by 
{ome Poem or other writing defamed with all forts 
of Iniuries the Author which they would fee. 

In the middett of this Library, there is a ftudié full 
of feates divided one from another, the{ecling bee- 
ing of a Celeftiall coulour. The Eathers fer on the 
right fide , and on the left they place the yonger, | 
who notwithftanding hane received fome Orders 
among them. 

The other Nouices ftand among the ordinary 
Pentioners,to the end they may ovferue them, and 
that difcourfing with them they may make accompt 
of the mildnefle andexcellent order of the Iefuites, 
efpecially with the richeft,and fuch as bee fole heires 
of fome good houfe. 
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The fubtile Pracizfes 

Twill make no mention of their manner of ftu- 
ai¢: Bue I will briefly ‘defcribe the Prouincialls 
examination, which I: {uppofe hath not yet beene 
written. 

Euery Prouinciall receiues his name of the Pro- 
wince or Realme which hee hath in chargeto ouer- 
fee all that pafleth. His duty is to vifite the Col- 
ledges,to caft vp the reuenewes thereof,and which 
ismore,to obferue carefully what great men doe 
breedevp their children in the Iefuites Colledges, | 
and how many there bee. Then hee muft take an | 
accompt how their Schollers doe multiply , and | 
if their riches increafe; who they bee that are tur- 
ned Lutherans ,and how many they are: Ifhee 
finde not amy, or if he perceiue that the Popith re- 
ligion decayes in any fore ,andthat their goods and 
reuenewes diminifh, then hee reprocheth the Re- 
gents of Colledges of negligence and flouth, in- 
loyning them feuerely to recompence/ the fore-paf- 
fed loffe. If he findes that they hauecarryed theme 
felues as they ought; that they haue conuerted ma- 
ny ;that they hauefpared and gathered much toge- 
ther,then hee fpares: for no praifes , extolling them 
vnto the third Heauen. | 

More-ouer his charge is to enquire what Hereti- 
call Princes lye neareft vnto them; if they doe liue | 
vfually ac home or abroad ; to whome they are | 
accuftomed to goe ;of what difpofition euery one : 
is; wherein hee takes delights if hee haue any care 
of che ftate; if hee bee any way religious ; or ra- 
ther if hee bee giuen to drunkennefle, women, or 
Hunting; 
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of the le[uites, 
Hunting; If heehaue any Catholikes in his Court, 
and what they bee ; what the people fay of their 
Prince,it hee fauour the aduerfaries ; If the Paftors. 
of Churches bee learned and diligent men , or 
flouthfull and ignorant ; If the proteflron of Di- 
uinitie doch flourith in the next Vniuerfitie; ifthe 
Diuines difpute often , and againft whom princi- 
ally; what Bookes,and of what fubied& they have 
batel fet forth. roils 

if happily the Principall , and the Fathers anfwer 
pertinently ro thefe queftions, and to an infinite 
number of others , the Principall doth wonder. 
fully commend their trauell and vigilancie: But if 
hee findes them not very curious of allthefe things, 
and that they anfwer not roundly , hee doth chen. 
blame them very fharply.. 

Whar doe you (faith hee ) you flouthfull andidle. 
men? Why doe you fuffer the Church of Rome to. 
goctoruine? What accompt fhall wee giue vnco: 
our Holy Father of this our negligence 2. Why.doe 
you not meddle with affaires ? what feare yous 
Why doe Peis not fet your hands to the worke. 
with an aflured courage and refolution ? It is 
Jong fince that yee fhould haue done and cided. 
that which I fay: confider the wonderfull vigilan- 
cie of Heritikes., and. yet yee fleepe for flouth.. 
Hee: blames them, anid animates them by thefe and: 
fuch like fpeeches. 

Finally, hee enquires touching the Schollers, 
Penfioners , Nouices, and others, in what num- 
ber they are ; how ecuery one doth profitte , co 

what 
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what ftudy hee is inclined, if whether any Sne a- 
mongft them be no difputer, but is {crupulous : for 
they will not fet fich to the {tudy of divinity , before 
they be well practifed in fcholafticall difputations , 
and inftructed in the Articles of their religion. | 

The Prouincial moreouer hath charge to enquire 
ifhappily there bee any one amongthem, whoeif 
neceflity required, wouid make no difficulty to vn- 
dertake fome commendable A&, yeato loofe his - 
life forthe aduancement of the Church of Rome. 
This examination made and fet downe in writing is 
fentby the prouinciall to Rome, co their Generall, 
by whom itis immedately deliuered to the Pope. 

And thus nothing is done, or refolued throughout 
all Chriftendome , which comes notto the Popes 
knowledge by meanes of thefe Traytors of the Em- 
pire. The Iefuics alfo in a maner euery three yeeres, 
are tranfported by their Prouinciall, from one Col- 
ledge to another. 

For aconclufionI will adde the wonderfull fubtil- 
ties of the Iefuites, framed of late intheyr common 
Councell, the which they haue fought, and doc at 
this day feeke to put in effect , for the fubnerfion of 
the church & ftatein the Romain Empire: for theit 
onely defigne is how they fhould diuide the Princes 
ofthe Empire one from another, and put the chiefe 
Dodtors of the Church to death , to-plant in theyr 
placethetirauny of Spaine, andthe Popes Primacy 
in Germany. Andhereofl remember I haue heard 
the Prouinciall De/-Réo difcourfe,and thefe (as neere 
asI can remember) aretheyr councels and praétifes. 

Firlktheye proic&isto fee by what meanes, the 
mighti- 


of the lefuztes. 
mightieft Princes of the Empire might be eftranged 
one from another. The meanes to eftrange them is, 
that there is diuerfity of religion amongft them, 
andthat the Emperour make a publike declaration, 
that liberty of Religion cannot bee allowed, before 
that refticution bee made of that which hath beene 
vfurped fince the Treatie of Pa/faw : without doubt 
the Proteftants will flacly refufe this, let him leaue 
the Princes there, and demand the like of the Impe- 
riall townes,who will either obey, or refute; if they 
obey, all goes well, if otherwife, let him profcribe 
them, and abandon them in prey to the neighbour 
Princes,and alwayes a Lutheranto one , and aCalue- 
nist to an other : for the Papifts did not thinke that 
the Proteftant Princes would haue beene fo difcreet 
in the bufinefle of Dovawerd, butthat the PrZvece Pa- 
Jatine,and the Duke of Wertemberg at the leaft would 
haue oppofed them-felues againft the Duke of Ba- 
waria,the which if they had done , they them-felues 
had beene fubieé to profcription, and all meanes of 
pacification,not onely with the Papifts,but alfo with 
the Caluiniffs, taken away : But for that they haue 
carried them-felues with more confideration then 
was expected,the lefuites haue had recourfeto thefe 
fubtilties: for one or two Imperiall Townes being 
rofcribed, there is not any Prince that will bee fo 
ftayed,but had rather thatin the common Prey,they 
fhouldrefpeé him betore any other that fhould de- 
fire it.And thus much for the Generall. 
Touching that which concernes particulars, the 


Iefuites deffcigne is te labour to denide the Princes 
C of 
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of Saxonie ,to the end that their power might de- 
creafe. They haue found meanes to effect ic com- 
modioufly. Firft troubling the affaires in the admi- 
niftration of the Archbifhopricke of Magdebourg, 
whereas the Elector of Cologne is already receiued 
for Prior. 

Secondly, if this doe not fucceed according to 
their intentions , they muft pretend fome yeafon 
which fhall make the Elector of Saxony to beheld © 
vnworthy of the Electorthip. For if in oldtime the 
Princes of the Empire did reie&t wencefiaus from 
the Imperiall Maieftie, for that they found him bafe 
and effeminate. VWhy may not the Emperour by as 
iuftareafon depriue the Elector of Saxonie from 
the Electorall dignity , being euery day drunke ? Let 
him giue and reftore’this dignity to the familie of 
Weinmar , and for that thefe Princes are yet very 
young ,let him: make Henry of Brunfwicke,a lear- 
ned and. vigilant Prince , Adminiftrator of the 
Eleétorfhip. 3 

VVithout doubt this would caufe great troubles 
throughout all the countrie of Saxonze , and by this 
meanes they fhould ruine them-felues witlr their 
owne forces., and make them-felues vnable to refift 
their common-enemy if hee’comes. vpon them. As 
for that which concernes them of Brasdebourg, 
and Pomerania , they mutt labour fo to reconcile 
the King of Pol/asd (allyedto the Emperonr ) with 
his Vicle the King of Sweden , as they may di- 
uide Praia. VWhere-vnto without doubrthe Elec- 
tour of Brasdeboure will oppofe with all his force. 


of the Iefuites. 
As fos the Landerane of Heffe, he mutt bee forced to 
diuide the inheritance equall with the Landgraue Le- 
wishis coufen,and to refigne the adminiftration of 
Herffildto the Bifhop of Writzburg: Ifnot, lethim 
be profcribed, and his country affigned to the faid 
Land graue. Finally it iseafieto fer diuifion betwixt 
the Duke of Wirtemberg and the Eleétour Pala- 
tine, if chey preffe the Duke to reftore certaine 
Abates,and for want thereof that hee bee profcribed, 
and that certaine neare Moneftaries, may be aflig- 
ned vnto the Eletor,among others one(which they 
fay ) he hath long demanded. Behold the fatall def: 
feines of the lefuites, which I'my felfe haueheard 
from their owne mouthes, not without great admi- 
ration'and amazement.
